One stumbling block in traffic law enforce-

When a bond forfeiture is completed in 
Fulton County, Kelley said his office pro- 
cures a bench warrant for the accused per- 
son and attempts to bring him into court. 
McCurdy follows the same procedure. 


NO LEGAL GROUNDS SEEN

LONDON, June 8—(#—Air Vice- 
Marshal David F. W. Atcherley, 
top British air officer outside the 
British Isles, is missing on a solo 
‘jet flight across the Mediterranean, 


the air ministry announced today. 
Atcherley, 48, commander of 
British planes based in Egypt’s 
canal zone, disappeared yesterday 
morning while flying in an RAF 
Meteor jet from his headquarters 
at Fayed to the Island of Cyprus. 
The ministry said the most in- 
tensive Mediterranean air search 
in history was made by British, 
American, Turkish and Israeli 
planes. It was called off late today 
when a 29-hour search failed to 
find any trace of Atcherley or his 
jet. 

An air force spokesman said it 
was believed Atcherley ran out of 
oxygen at about 35,000 feet over 
the sea off Port Said, Egypt. It 
was thought officially he might 
have blacked out, causing his jet 
to dive into the sea. 

*‘The terrific impact of the air- 
craft hitting the sea would have 
smashed it completely,’’ the 
spokesman said. 

Atcherley was responsible for 
the air defense of the Suez Canal. 
He commanded RAF Group 205 in 
the zone which was so big and 
complete a unit that it sometimes 
was referred to as an “‘air force 
in itself.’’ 

Atcherley was a companion of 
the exclusive British Order of the 
Bath. He had a twin brother who 
is also an RAF vice-marshal.

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Why Not Apply 


Common Sense? 


Through stimulating wide public dis- 
cussion and thought about the future of 
this great urban area, the Metropolitan 
Planning Commission’s regional land- 
use plan has accomplished a major ob- 
jective. 

We must have an awareness of prob- 
lems before we can adjust them to fit 
realities. This the preliminary master 
plan, entitled “Up Ahead,” is making 
possible. 

A product of careful research and 
study, the plan takes known facts and 
outlines current and probable trends of 
growth into 1980. It makes recommen- 
dations for channeling that growth to 
avoid the costly mistakes of the past. 

And here again, the master plan in 
itself is not as important as continued 
planning, as the commission has pointed’ 
out repeatedly. With that in mind, the 
group is now beginning specific and 
more technical studies into all phases of 
its recommendations with the over-all 
plan as a Starter. 

They realize that no plan has much 
value unless it has public acceptance. 
The hearings of the past two weeks 
were, therefore, of great value. Theyjen- 
abled the commission to add public re- 
action to its compilation of known facts. 

* * al 

As any plan which looks three dec- 
ades into the future must seem, “Up 
Ahead” appears visionary to some and 
even impractical in its conclusions. It is, 
however, the product of hard-headed, 
practical business and professional men, 
not of idle dreamers. Many of the pro- 
posais now attacked as impractical will 
eventually be accepted of necessity. 

Only one phase of the plan has been 
subjected to violent criticism—the com- 
mission’s recommendations that certain 
areas be set aside for Negro residential 
expansion. Opposition from both white 
and Negro groups may force abandon- 
ment of them. 

The commission could have. ducked 
this problem. It chose, however, not to 
ignore it but to suggest a solution. 

Negroes hemmed in by industrial 
and commercial developments and white 
residential areas in the central city bad- 
lv need room for housing. The commis- 
sion recognized this need. 


On the other hand, residents of pre- 
dominantly white neighborhoods are 
disturbed over Negro encroachment 
that threaten their long-established pat- 
tern of community life. This the com- 
mission also recognized. 

Spokesmen for both racial groups, 
however, have rejected the commission’s 
sensible approach to the problem. White 
neighborhood spokesmen say it’s all 
right for Negroes to have room to ex- 
pand, “but put them somewhere else, 
not near our section.” Negroes strongly 
oppose the plan because acceptance of it 
would make it appear they endorse the 
principle of official segregation. 

> * > 

Much of the controversy on this ap- 
pears somewhat shortsighted. Whether 
segregation is right or wrong, and 
whether the practice will ultimately 
be wiped out or not, it is the past and 
current pattern here and elsewhere in 
the nation as far as housing is con- 
cerned. This pattern, largely voluntary, 
is not likely to change for some years to 
come. Even a spokesman for the 
NAACP, while attacking the plan, ad- 
mitted that racial groups will tend to 
live together. 

It was a mistake that Negroes were 
not granted representation on the com- 
mission when it was formed. That, how- 
ever, is a factor over which the com- 
mission had no control. It did consult 
the Atlanta Urban League and sought 
Negro views. 

It is unjust for the Negro spokesmen 
to accuse these fair-minded men of try- 
ing to relegate them forever to “ghet- 
tos.” It likewise is unfair for radical 
white groups to hurl the epithet “nig- 
ger-lover” at the commission for trying 
to find a solution. We can use some 
common-sense citizenship. 

If meither white nor Negro groups 
want designated racial areas, it is all 
right with the commission, which is not 
seeking to impose recommendations on 
an unwilling public—although right 
these may be. 

The only alternative to the commis- 
sion’s recommendations appears to be a 
continuation and multiplication of racial 
tensions and bitterness in borderline 
neighborhoods, unless both sides can of- 
fer some constructive suggestions in an 
atmosphere of mutual confidence and 
good will. |

In other words, 
Eisenhower supporters were denied the 
floor and the vote—a most undemo- 
cratic procedure which denied the will 
of Texas Republican voters. How can 
you compromise a theft? 

Similar situations brought about the 
other contested Southern delegations. 
Old Guard elements refuse to recognize 
the growing two-party movement, call- 
ing those who would like to vote for 
Eisenhower “not regular Republicans.” 
We believe that any person who would 
like to vote for any candidate, be he 
Democrat, Republican, or Populist, 
should have that right. 

Taft’s tactics are a blow to the 
growth of a two-party system in the 
South. Denied the right to vote for the 
candidate of their choice, wavering 
Democrats almost certainly will return 
to the fold. Taft may win the nomina- 
tion with such tactics, but the Repub- 
licans could well lose the election.

Need for Precautions 


Summer is about upon us, scheduled 
for official arrival this month, and it is 
fitting the National Association for In- 
fantile Paraylsis should again issue its 
warnings and instructions. 

The precautionary pointers are: 

Let children continue to play with 
their usual companions, 

Have them wash their hands well 
before eating. 

See that they use their own eating 
utensils and toilet articles and that 
they are always clean. 

Seek a doctor’s advice about nose 
and throat operations, inoculations 
and teeth extractions during the polio 
season. 

Pay special attention to a head- 
ache, fever, sore throat, upset stom- 
ach, sore muscles and stiffness of the 
neck and back. 

Call a doctor at once should any 
member of the family develop such 
symptoms, put the patient to bed and 
keep others away from him. 

We are approaching victory over 
polio—it may not be more than a few 
years away. Take the precautions. 

Don’t allow your community to in- 
clude the annual March of Dimes in the 
“nackage” appeal for funds. By the na- 
ture of epidemic polio, it can’t be “‘pack- 
aged.” Make up your mind to work in 
and financially support the March of 
Dimes next winter and to help organize 
a “Mother’s March” in your community. 

Meanwhile, watch your child this 
summer for any signs of illness.

WASHINGTON—There have been times 
when I have been sorely disappointed at 
what seemed to me to be a soft attitude of 
the British toward communism. Certainly, 
Britain’s recognition of Red China and her 
attempts to do business with the Chinese 
Communist government have not been in- 
spiring to Americans. 

In some respects this was either ex- 
plained or defended by some advocates of 
the British position as materialistic realism.

; I have considered these 
arguments to be rational- 
izations by extremists on 
both sides. But, regard- 
less of the arguments, I have not liked 
the end results and I have stated that so 
many times. For the end result to me was 
nothing less than British softness to com- 
munism. And when the Labor government 
of Clement Attlee fell to the Conservative 
government of Winston Churchill there was 
no apparent change in the attitude and 
policy of the British Government toward Red 


=<China and the Chinese Communists. It 


seems that it has been British policy, 
whether under conservatism or socialism, 
to do business with the Communist Chinese. 

It was with great gratification when I 
read recently the reports of British tough- 
ness on at least one front against the Com- 
munists. This was indeed a refreshing con- 
trast. And it was particularly satisfying, 
for in getting tough with the Communists 
in this. instance the British gave the Reds 
a dose of their own medicine. 

They have done it in West Berlin after 
the Reds started threatening and aggressive 


acts to register opposition to the West Ger- 


man peace pact. The Reds began by seizing 
several small areas on the edge of the Brit- 
ish sector of Berlin. 

So the British started dishing it back, 
giving the Reds some of their own medicine 
by throwing up a barricade around the Red 
radio -station in the British sector. The 
British have told the Reds inside the station 
that they can come out, but that they will 
place limitations on people going into the 
station. 

Let us hope that this unity of courage of 
the British, French and Americans leads to 
even greater resistance against the Red 
bullies.

NEW YORK—After. more than seven 
years, a disgraceful injustice to an Ameri- 
can bomber pilot inflicted by an American 
court-martial in Moscow has been corrected 
by an order of Maj. Gen. Reginald C. Har- 
mon, judge advocate general of the Air 
Force. This case of an American soldier’s 
ill treatment by an American court sitting in 
the American embassy about 200 yards from 
the Kremlin was first brought to public no- 
tice in these pieces last July 9. It had been 
suppressed under orders which stil conceal 
nobody knows how many other outrages. 

The victim, Myron Lyzon King, of Chat- 
tanooga, was afraid to say a word about it 
last July in view of his experience at the 

hands of Maj. Gen. John 
= R. Dene, the chief of the 
= American military mis- 
}' sion in April, 1945.

. can B-17, Lieutenant King 
t bombed Berlin, His plane

Two days later, after the crew had 
patched up their ship, a Russian C-47, a gift 
from the United States, landed nearby. A 
Russian general, speaking through an inter- 
preter, wearing mixed British and Russian 
military clothing, ordered the Americans to 


.follow him. 


They took off and-when they were up, 
the interpreter revealed himself aboard 
King’s ship. King naturally figured that 
when they landed the man would rejoin the 
Russians. The man said he had an uncle in 
England and the Americans called him Jack 
Smith. King now learned. that ‘‘Smith’’ was 
not a member of the general’s party. The 
planes came down at Szczuczyn but the Rus- 
sian general and his party had disappeared 
by the time King had parked his bomber. 

King now ‘decided that it would be less 
complicated to take ‘‘Smith’” on to Poltava 
the next day and turn him over to the Amer- 
ican staff there. But the next day the Rus- 
sians seized “Jack Smith’? and General An- 
tonov, chief of the Soviet general staff, wrote 
a violent complaint charging that ‘‘Smith”’ 
was a Polish terrorist and saboteur and 
charging King with stowing him away with 
intent to fly him to England. The trial rec- 
ord contains also a statement by Marshal 
Stalin charging that American aircraft were 
dropping wireless sets and other supplies 
for ulterior purposes in Soviet territory and 
were carrying on intrigues with the Polish 
underground . 

General Harmon’s opinion reversing the 
court-martial said there was no admissible 
evidence that King had any intention to fly 
“Smith” to England; or that “‘Smith’’ was a 
Pole, a terrorist or a saboteur, or that King 
had dropped anything in Russian territory or 
made any effort to communicate with the 
Polish underground. 

General Harmon also held that it was no 
offense to let ‘‘Smith’’ craw] into an Ameri- 
can flying suit while they were aloft because 
the temperature was 53 degrees below zero. 
Nor was it wrong to permit him to associate 
with the American crew after they came 
down because there was no attempt to con- 
ceal his identity.

Distressed at Reading About Strikes, 
Atlantan Suggests a Possible Remedy 


Atlanta—In reading your very fine paper, 
I am greatly depressed by the strikes which 
are a constant source of news, since they 
I am all for eliminating 
this source of news, and I believe that this 
can be accomplished with justice to all 
parties concerned, the worker, management 
and the public. 

This struggle between labor and -‘manage- 
ment can be ended if both will recognize 
the vested interest of each party and come 
to an agreement, based upon a percentage 
of the profits of the factory concerned satis- 


factory to both parties. Thus labor will be 
assigned a certain percentage of the profits 
of their labor and management will be paid 
on a basis of the profits accruing to the 
business. 


Under such a system, labor and manage- 
ment will have a common cause; the in- 
crease of profits through increased effi- 
ciency and production will have subsequent 
benefit to all concerned. Strikes would be 
eliminated and an era of good feeling be- 
tween the warring factions would result. 


Once a member of labor grasps this idea, 
he will realize that since his income is a 
percentage of the profits of the factory, his 
standard of living is relatively secure since 
it will fluctuate in almost direct ratio to 
the national economy. A secondary thought 
will be bound to occur: ‘‘This standard of 
living can only be increased by increased 
production brought about through increased 
efficiency on his own part and on the part 
of his fellow workers. 


Labor would no Jonger drag. its feet, 
spurred by the desire to increase its stand- 
ard of living. Management will likewise 
have this new incentive to increase effi- 
ciency and sales to be able to handle the 
increased production, labor and the con- 
tinuous prosperity which we all desire should 
be brought much nearer to reality.

The eminent British historian, Arnold 
Toynbee, is remarkable for the ‘‘Olympian 
sweep of his glance across the centuries,” 
as The Manchester Guardian once put it. 
It was inevitable when he visited Chicago 
recently that he be asked to sweep that 
glance to the centuries ahead and predict 
what history would record of this age. 

He said this: ‘Our age will be remem- 
bered neither for its horrifying crimes nor 
for its astonishing inventions, but for its 
having been the first age in which people 
dared think it practicable to make the benee’ 
fits of civilization available to the whole 
human race.” 

The atom bomb, the social upheavals, 
the great wars, the stories of Communist-. 
and Nazi slavery will, in Toynbee’s view, 
take a back seat in history. Overshadow- 
ing them will be the story of today’s driv- 
ing effort to create a world in which all 
people may enjoy peace and civilization’s 
benefits. 

The idea itself has come to men’s minds 
at other periods of history,,but its appli- 
cation has always been limited. Today the -. 
application, in planning at least, is global. 
The free Western World has been acting in 
concert and unity increasingly since World 
War Il. In the United Nations, in spite of 
Russian disagreeableness, most of the na- 
tions of the world are working together in 
scores of fields—to improve health, increase 
production, raise educational and living 
standards, promote peace and freedom over 
the world. They have even joined in Korea 
in history’s first military attempt to use a 
world force to halt aggression. ) 

Toynbee has shown, in his studies of 
civilizations, that it is seldom military, eco- 
nomic or technical achievements that stand 
out.

So far as can be learned, this 
marks the first occasion in many 
months when any aspect of the 
Korean question has been formally 
discussed with UN delegates.
